The caller stated he v ms Nikolaus MKLOS (lated admitted it was- not his true 
none) and that he had a letter to deliver from Subject's son C(yorgy. Subject than invited 
MIKLOS into his apartment*

speaking to Dr* LIfJZKA he changed the language to Hungarian,. -Subject described MIKLOS 
as about, ho years of age} 175 to loO cm. in height} medium build, dark brown hair, 
color of eyas unlornm, long face, pointed chin, slightly hooked nose, clean shaven j 
wore & brown overcoat, brown hat, brown trousers, gray jacket with s )ecke blending into 
the fabric, light shirt and dark tie. ? :7rCE.O S stated he came to Munich from Budapest 
using a Hungarian pas sport f and that he is a business represen fcative * 

Subjects son is a physician. Ha read part of the letter and than remarked to IfTKLGS 
that it was not an authentic letter and ho had no further interest in it* HIKLP5 then 
said ho delivered the letter as a special favor for a civil servant in the Hungarian 
Foreign Ministry in Budapest* At first ho said the envelope was scaled when he received 
it. However, later ho admitted having read the letter himself, while in the Ministry* 

II? KLC C ‘ asked Subject to return to Hungary and offered him money t > pay for all Ido 
expenses, including the shipment ox ids furniture, personal belongings, etc* KEKLCS ■ 
promised him complete amnesty - basing his promise on direct authority from the Ministry* 
HTKLOS further stated that Subject could not be given his former position of Lord Mayor 
but would receive employment in the 'tate Library as Chief Librarian, As si • Chief 
Librarian, Chief Bookkeeper or Asst.

Hungarian state# IcTKLOS \mnt on io build up an optimistic picture of Subjects fuirtsre 
in Hungary} pointed out that Ifungary had been rebuilt, that the poor people had a much 
higher living standard and that all classes were novr living bettor than ever before# 

IITKL03 also said that another person had been s ent in November 1955 to contact Subject* 

This person, name unknown, ms sent by the Foreign Ministry, Budapest j came to Munich 
and went to Subject's address but observed the building also houses the offices of the 
Hungarian Refugee Committee and thought it was a dC cover address so returned to 
Budapest without dell veiling the letter, although he reported the letter had been delivered. 

Subject told ICTKL03 he was not interested in returning to Hungary but that ho did not 
want to do anything to cause trouble for Ids relatives* Having in mind t ? contact 
someone from the RFB. office, he left the door open for a future contact* ITJKLOS then 
Informed Subject that he would again be c a it acted in January or February but by a
